Tue conflict which has arisen between 
the Government: and the Permanent 
Committee of-the Sanitary Board over 
the transference of plague patients from 
Hongkong to the hospital at Lai-chi- 
kok serves-to call attention once again 
to the opportunism that bas been. the 
distinctive feature of the Government 
since the plapua broke out in the Co- 
lony. To outsiders, this opportunism 
must show our Government ina very 
bad light. Vacillation where decision 
was wanted, and wealnesa whea firm- 
nesa was most required, these have been 
the main attributes. of our Goverament 
House.policy, but’ in :fairness to Gov- 
ernor Robinson, whem we shall alwa: 

credit with a desira to do the right 
thing, it may -be inferred that policy is 
the. “natural outcome of tha. untrust- 
worthy advica tendered to the head 
of the Government. Some time ago 
we bad to say that the. Govern- 
ment’ in‘its dealings with the plague 
had blundered. on without any con-~ 
sistent policy. . ‘Tt allowed _ the 
Chinese to make a display of force 


{which should not have ‘bepn tolerated 


for g-single momentin any well-regalat- 
nese, practically speaking, to have com- 
plete rental of plagus patients, When 
‘the work of the Hospitals was becoming 
better organised, when the supervision 
of ‘the Chinese Hospitals. was bein 

made more effective sud when the stafis 
of the Hospitels had been, augmented 
by the trained’ medical..and nureing 
staffs ofthe Alice’ Memorial-and Neth- 
eraole Hospital, the Government sanc- 
tioned the wholesale removal of patients 


to Canton in janks sent down here by the 
Viceroy of tho Kwangtung Provinea, 
Now it has gone a step further, and has 
actually sauctioned the removal of Chi- 
‘ngia patients from this Colony to 
an hospital at Lai-chi-kok, just outside 
the boundary linc, where the Chinese 
have plaoted a plagua spot that will be 
@ constant source of danger to thia 
Colony for many years to come. Mr 
Francis, a8 Chafrman of the Pormanent 
Committee, .came forward the other day 
in the unwonted character of champion 
ofthe Governor, ‘I make bold to say 
that the Governor hes done well,’ ‘waa 


tho keynote of the learned Q. ©.’s letter 
of defence. We wonder if Mr Francis 
will make bold to repeat that senti- 
ment, now that Hiy Excollency has had 
the temerity to attempt to de somethin 
en his’ own initiative. The genera 
feeling all along hes been that no con- 
ceégions should have been made to 
Chinese notions. It ig no use attempt- 
ing to appease the Chineso by making 
concessions at all, Even the latest 
prodlamation by His Excellency, per- 
mitting the Chinesa to take their sick 
to Lai-chi-kck, his been inet by another 
petition asking for atill greater. con~ 
cessions—asking, in fact, to be sllow- 
ed to take plague patients away from 
the Culony at any time, from any point 
imatead of from the Kennedy’ town 
wharf and in any kind of sampan or 
boat. We oan easily understand the 
desire of the Government to govern the 
Colony now that there is 9 chance of 
matters improving, and especially since 
Mr Francis has emphesised ‘the fact 
that the Permanent Committeo has been 
discharging the governmental functions, 
.at any rate ao far as the plague is oon- 
cerned. Butit is unkind to go back on 
the Permanent Committee which has 
borne the brunt of the freay—to go back 
on the Chairman who so chivalrously 
made bold to say that ‘the Governor 
had done well.’ + 

We reiterate that the Government, 
from the first, should have displayed 
greater firmness it its dealings with the 
Chinese. Of what was the Govern- 
ment afraid? Was it afraid that it 
would so hurt the susceptibilities ofthe 
Chiriesa that “they” would refuse to 


what the Government feared, haa it im- 
roved matters by its vacillation? 
Would a firmer assertion of British 
tule and a steady insistence on the 
treatment of all plague patients accord- 
ing to Western methods by European 
doctors have sent away & greater num- 
ber than have left during the last two 
months? We venture to say the adop- 
tion of 60246 euch consistent policy would 
have had more beneficent results than 
the shifty methods ultimately pursued 
by the Government, And what is 
more; therewould have been tho satisfac- 
tion of duty done, and, taking os our

nide the per-centages supplied by the 
pumbers of pationts disebar ced ag cured 
from the European ‘and Chinese Hos- 
pitals, more than two hundred lives 
would have been saved. - 

What is to be done now? In ‘the 
face of the strong protest of the Per- 
manent Committes, which hag had the 
advantage of baing in contact with all 
the administrative details connected 
with the plague, is. the Governor to 
persist in his proclamation authorising 
the removal of plague patients to Lai- 
chi-kok? We regret the tone of Mr 
Francis’ letter to His Excellency,. but 
the arguments he brings forward shold 
be convincing enough to anyone taking 
acomprebensive view of the situation. 
It is surely sufficient ifthe Permanent 
Committee, which has its. medical ad- 
visere, has declared that the existence 
of the hospitel at Lai-chi-kok' and the 
unsatisfactory burial of the dead in 
proximity to British territory, are 
sources of danger to the honlth of this 
Colony. Ie maybe tras that even 
though the trauaterence-Of patients irom 
Hongkong: were stopped, the. hospital 
would still be filled with plague. patients 
from Kowloon City; Samshuips and the 
villages in the deighbourhood; But it 
is the drgument of-fatuity to eay that.

After a very orrefal examination of His 
Excellency’s proposal the Permanent Com. 
mitteo of the Sanitary Board aro una- 
uimonsly of opinion that they cannot as- 
gent to tho proposed removal of persoaa 
sick of the plague to Lei-chi-kok and can 
.be no parties to any arrangements made 
for that purpose. The Committes are 
simply tha delegates of the Sanitary Board 
to carry into effect the by-laws made by 
the Sanitary Boord, {and since confirmed 
and extended by Ordinance) for the mitiga- 
tion ond prevention of the plague, and 
although they have in some respects acted 
jn -excess of the powurs expressly given 
them by those by-laws when the object ia 
view was the more effective carrying out of 
the object of the by-laws, tho mitigation 
and suppression of the plague, they cannot 


bs parties to or active agente in doliberate 
breaches of thesa by-laws when in their 
opinion the disregard of the law will laad 


‘They geo no objootion to the sick, being 
removed from the colony if they aro tsken 
direct from hore to Canton. Little direct 
‘or immediate, danger will accruc to the 
calony from mismanagement ‘of hospitals 
and cemeteries there, and certainly there 
will ba oo streams of visitors going and 
returning ae dt Lai-cbi-kok, The Per- 
manent Committee will provide janks and 
all appliances for removal'to Canton.

A thunder-storm brake out at noon of 
the 20th ultimo, wrecking the front part 
of the ancestral temple at Ngai Yiu of Nam 
Hoi district. On the Jat inatant another big 
thunder-storm broke out which did clight 
damage ta the Man Cheong Temple at the 
Western Gate of Canton, A hawker was 
struck dead in the etreet by lightning. 


The plague is in. evidence now in the 
villages between Pun Yo aod Fa Yan dis- 
trict, The people attribute ite cause to 
Ghristiana coming from other places, secretly 
poisoning the waters of the wells, Aes 
precautionary step, they now forbid strangers 
to come ia on any account.

THE EARTHQUAKE IN JAPAN. 


The lateat Japanese papers to hand give 
details of the recent earthquake in Japan. 
The Mail commences its tale of woe as 
follows:—‘ With an enormous fire, a destruc. 
tive earthquake, ‘and an impending watere 
fomine—all within the ehort space af three 
summer days—the oup of misfortune is 
brimming over for residents in Yokohama J’ 
It was about 2.6 p.m. on Wednesday, Juna 
20, when tho,earthqnake was experienced in 
Yekohoma, and the tremor lasted for 44 
minutes, causing considerable damage on 
the Dloff aud iv the Settlement. A ‘slight 
tremor had been felt at'6.10 am. The day 
‘Was tropidally ‘hot, add there was acarocly 
any breeze. ‘Nearly every house on the 
Bluff reported @ wholesale breaking ef glass, 
orockery, and-kerawio ordamente, Clocks 
stopped, lamps broke from their chaing, and 

iotures wont askew. Folk out in the: har- 
jour report that-the shook was felt very 
severely on board ship; even HMB. Cen- 
turion rolled about os if buffeted by a heavy 
sem.” Watchers on the deck noticed a big. 
cloud of dust and smoke rising fromthe 
wholetown and Blof, and for the moment 
Hateried intently for the soynd: of an ex- 
plosion—they feared “that edme powder ma- 
gezine or other storshoase of inflammables 
bad exploded. ‘These fears were soon pnt 
Gt rest,:but others ware aroused upon seeing 
the cliffe along the.

time and the place wae crowded with malo 
and female labourers. At the rear of the 
principal building ieo covered way having & 
zino-ronf lending to tha tea-firing godown. 
I Me Wilaon, as soot a8 he felt tha shock, went 
to the baok of the principal godown, intend- 
ing to go to the ton-firing shed in tho rear, 
as he entertained fearsof ite stability. Here 
he was met by a rush of panio-strioken men 
and women, who half filled the passage-way. 
Suddenly the rear cornica of the big building 
caved olt bodily aud fell on the roof of the 
passage, It waa the work of a moment, but 
when the dost had cleared awey it was 
found that the whole of the people. wore 
buried heneath the weighty debris. One 
roan was killed almost outright, a great 
pile of brick having crashed in his head ; 
a woman wae oxtricaled with -her right 
leg fractured in two, places, and ber 
fund badly eut—ehe died within an hour 
of raachiag hospital; another woran was in 
abad way, and several others are atiil lying 
in a precarious condition, suffering from 
soalp-wounds, broken legs and arme, aod 
hysteria. Two died in the hospital at 11,30 
p.m. It will be seen from this that Mr, 
Wilson had a very narrow eacape,—anather 
step and he would havo. undoubtedly been 
among those woundad. As soon 48 be ascer- 
tained the oxtent of the calamity, he order- 
ed the débris to be oleared away, but fora 
time the Chinese and Japaness were quite 
panic-atricken, They, however, when start- 
ed, worked with o will and soou extricated 
the unfortunates who were buried beneath, 
ghastly and pitiful: sight, 
Everything possible was dono to alleviate 
their eufferings, pending the arrival of the 
dootora; Mra Wilson, although greatly 
frightened, bathing the heads and giving 
brandy to the wonnded. Dra Rokkaku, 
who did yoeman’s service, Eldridge, Runk- 
wiez, Wheeler, Kimura and many othera 
were quickly on the spot, and ag each poor 
gufferer—they nambered twenty-five—was 
removed from the ruins his or her wounds 
wore attended to; then they wera taken 
to the police station whore their hurts 
were properly dressed previous to being sent 
to the Jizenkai hospital, Mr Wilson expres- 
sing the desire tbat avery thing possible 
should be done for them. ‘The firm also has 
been a heavy loser, as all tho tea in the 
pans, about 4,000 Ib, has been spoiled 
through being burat. [a China Town a whole 
house came down, while fronts and roofs of 
others fell into the street bodily in Honmara- 
toad, Two Chinamen were slightly hurt. 
Some European houses along the Oreek also 
suffered severely from the shook, and one 
resident’ who was passing in a jinrikiehs 
fonly managed to 9 jag from the vehiole 
just aa ono wall fell out, In the road ad- 
ining'the Cricket Ground orevaseea have 
wouel, but they are of slight extent. Many 
of the heavily otndte roofs in Japanese town 
have slid away from their supporta, and in 
ope instances the walls of a brick housa have 
moved right away from the supporting 
‘Toorners and roof, and yet stand up. 
right. The old Machigaisho is in almost 
aa sorry a plight, the stonework buiging 
out in ‘some places, In the foreign stores 
some damage has naturally been sustained. 
Messrs Arthur and Bond's breakages will 
amount to upwards of a thoueand -dollars; 
Messra North and Roe have lost’ two 
large show-oanes, which were shivered by 
the shock: Messrs Kelly and Walsh, Lane, 
Crawford & Co,, ‘and Brett & Co., escaped 
with merely a derangement of their goods, 
The office of the Hestern World is in a very 
shattered condition, the obimneys cracked 
and walle battered. Thea Hotels eeoaped 
lightly. Clarendon House, which so many 
predicted would not stand the shook of an 
earthquake, has atood the severe test remark. 
ably well. Not even a beam was heard to 
crack. The whole building moved like one 
sotid block, It was indeed wonderfuk to ob- 
serve how remarkably well the majority of 
the houses in the Settlement and on the 
Bloff stood the shaking, fur the oscillations 
wore moet severe. Every house titerally 
reeled to and fro under the influence of the 
motion. as doea a ship upon the sea; man 
an ominous groan waa heard, but althoug 
the ornaments on the walls, books, aud other 
loose articles fell to the ground, tha houses 
—with the excoplivn of those mentioned 
above—have sustained little damage beyond 
ordinary oracking. Tho sight in the streats 
within 20 seconds of the commencement of 
the ahock was most impressive; hardly a 
person in the town, uative end foreizner 
alike, remained within four walls. But 
nothing like a panic oocurred—everyons 
went back calmly to office direatly the 
motion ecased, 


They presented a 


‘Two sharp, short shocks, following in 
quick succession, were feli ut 9.38 p.m.” 

Our contemporary gives the follwing 
details of the catastrophe at Takiu;— 
Travelling apparently from south. wast to 
north-east, the shook, in accordance with the 
unvaried record of this terrible force, wrought 
havoo of the most diverse character, i1 some 
oases overturning brick chimpies, leveling 
walls, and wrecking houses ; in others, work- 
ing no wisebief more serious than the up- 
setting of ornaments and articles of faraitare, 
or the shaking down of ploatar. Persona 
driving through the streets at the moment of 
the cecurrence, s27 that the ground heaved 
perceptibly, -its undulatory motion being 
clearly visible, but probably mush of t 
effect was subjective, Nearly all the i 
portant buildings ofsolid construction suffe 
ed moreor less severaly, the old edifices yield: 
ing conspicuously more easily than the new, 
At the British Legation the damage did not 
attain large proportions. The German Leg. 
ation suffered more. A student interpreter's 
house was completely wreoked, ‘obimnies 
end other elevated parta of the edifice vero 
thrown down, and scarcely a room esot] 
without some damage, At the Russian 
Legation wells were cracked, obitniea 
twisted, and plaster thrown down. Tha 
Foreign Office also had its roof wrenced, 
tha tiles of a Seoratary’s house completely 
stripped off and its boundary walt on the 
eastern side partial: Seprcted. Tnall 
theze cages there wes"hd'ldas of life or limb. 
But-at the Rokumei-kan a terrible acoident 
ocaurred. A Gray. with two horaca huppined 
to be standing uder the portion wher the 
shaking commenced, The detfo imimediate- 
ly ‘aprang clear of the , bnilding;. but 
although the ‘driver resolutely —strova 
to urge the horses forward, they seam 
to have been paralysed with terror,. for 
they refuead to move, ‘kod were’ struck 


by a mass of stone-blooks, beame ard so * 


forth, ‘the whole snperstracturo behind 
the portico “having been torn away: and 
burled down on tho comparatively frail roof 
below,- crushing it in as though it wore 
glass. The two horses and the driver wore 
Killed on the spot, aod the betto eubssained 
serious injuries.

At the Imperial 
Hotel two‘ chimnies collapsed, ovo striking 
the parapet of the roof and falling barm.

At 
tha Finance Department several chiggries 4 
fell, ceilings wera precipitaled to the ground, 
furniture wae smashed, and one official, to- 
gether with more than ten servants, wero 
wounded, Tho Dict did notescape, Chim. 
nies fell through tho roofs of the House of 
Peers and the House of ‘Representatives, 
‘tearing wide rents in their downward pas- 
sage, The Tokyo Hotel fared similarly 
from felling chimnies, and the whole edifice 
was canted perceptibly from the perpendi- 
cular, 

It is not yet possible to forma olear idea 
of the arén of disturbance, but we may snfe- 
ly aseert that itis far less extensive than 
was the area shaken in 1891, On the lat. 
tar occasion brick buildiogs were affected 
through a region meaeuring 4,400 square 
miles, and the disturbance was felt from 
Sendai in the north to Nagasaki in the 
South. But on the 20th instant the dis- 
turbaoos does not seem to have made itealf 
seriously perceptible farther north thao 
Utentomiya and Mayobashi, or farthor’ 
south than Shizuka and Numazu. The 
centre, however, happened to be in Takyo, 
or very near Tokyo, and of courae the injury 
to life and property was correspondingly 
great.

New York, May 3l.—The Vigilant left 
Erio tasin, Béooklyn, tu-day on ber tri 
to Gourock, Scotland, but owing to thick 
weather and tha reports of heavy galea 
along the coast, Gaptain Jeffrey, after dis- 
cussing the. matter with Howard Gould, 
decided t6° anchor off Sandy Hook until 
the fog lifted. Inia expected that sha will 
mako the passage to Glasgow in twonty 
days, if anything like favurable weather 
pravaila. 

London, June 2.—The Field, in its yadht- 
ing article to-day, says: The contention 
that the Vigilant was uot a fair yestel to 
match azainst the Valkyriesan account of 
hor flimsy construction will be emphasized 
by the fact that sho is being strongthoned 
for her Atlantio passage. 

Wo believe that the committee of the 
Royal Victoria Yacht Club meditated last 
autumn a clause inauring that the defond- 
ing yseht for the Victoria gold cup should 
be built capable of sailing the Atlantic on 
her-own bottom. 

The clause was not adopted, owing to 
the difficulty of determining the fitness of 
build for the purpose. Still, the point well 
displays the enormous advantage which the 
defeading yacht has over the challongor.

Louden, May 61.—The Fortnightly Re- 
view will publish an interview with ex- 
Speaker Reed on silver which will make a 
seneation on both sides of the ocean. Tha 
grest representative leader sounds a key- 
note for future campaigns by declaring that 
silver and tha tariff must ha regarded ‘ not 
as two issues, but as one,’ and says the 
depreciation of silver is vastly increasing 
the export business of silyer nations, ropre- 
senting 700,000,000 of people, In the 
interview Me Reed saya :— 

‘ You in England want ua to lower duties, 
What will you give usin exchanga? Will 
you open your minta to silver by agree- 
ment? One thing at leaat you may rely 
upon—you will not fiud the Republican 
purty offering the other cheek, as these 
Democratic gentlemen do. For years past 
they have been posing as tho friends of 
silver, and because you pe pla of England 
ologe the Indian mints and put a duty on 
silver bullion those friends of free silver are 
tow preparing to reward your generosity- 
by lowering duties all around. 

*One thing at least I have learned since 
the ceasation of silver purchases last year 
—that oheap silver is an effective stimu- 
lus to Aniatic exports, and, thia being che 
case, we have got to consider ailver and 
the tariff, not as two issues, butas one. It 
is evidantly oo time to lower our tariffs 
when tho currency of 700,000,000 of Ori- 
entals is depreciating and the exporting 
powers of these uations is thereby increas~ 
ing. The decrenae in tho gold value of 
silver hes not affected its value to pay 
wages and its value to buy provisions in 
India. That is what makes the silver 
guestion au issue that we are forced to 
aca. . 

* You recognise of course that the posi~ 
tion has entirely changed in the pait six 
months, The previous enurmous ocom- 
puleory monthly purchases of silver, a 
most vicious proceeding, went far to con- 
fuse men’s minds and to disguise the fact 
that wa have here a serious currency 
problem to bo solved, It is evidently -im- 
portant for debtor nations, on which Tjat 
we atand first, to raise the priga of silver 
aod thereby reduge that bound on ex- 
ports which Asia now enjoys. This can 
be done beat by an agreoment with other 
nations favorable te silver, and by such a 
seule of bigh tariffs against those nationa 
which reject auch @ monetary agreement 
as will inaura us a favorable balance of 
trade. Tn short, a higher price for silver 
by reducing Asiatic «xporta to Europe, 
will increase curs; add to this a high 
tariff and we pan keep cur gold at home, 
or, at least if sold, it will quickly come 
back againg--
